Accounts, and the Courts of Aids: The Parliaments and 
Sovereign Councils have been inſtituted for the admini- 
ſtration of Juſtice : The Chambers of Accounts, and the 
Courts of Aids, for the adminiſtration of the King's Re- 
venues; ſo that at preſent, in the Councils of State, there 
is nothing tranſacted but Affairs of State, the moſt impor. 
tant Caſes concerning the King's Revenue, and ſome par- 
ticular things which regard the adminiſtration of Juſtice. 


Of the Councils of State. 


There are four Councils of State; the Council of State, 
the Council Royal of Finances, the Council of Diſpatches, 
and the Privy Council : The Decrees given in theſe three

The Council of Diſpatches, is that wherein are diſpatch- 

ed the Affairs of the Provinces, as Petitions, Letters Pa- 
tents, and Commillions far the Governors, Commanders, 


The King, 


Chancellor of France, the Chief of the Council-Royal of 

Finances, and the four Secretaries of State aſſiſt at it. 
The Privy Council, or Set Council, is held by the

jority of Votes; but there are ſome which require the 
unanimous Conſent of all the Provinces; as when the 
buſineſs in debate is the making Peace, declaring War, 
contracting Alliances, determining the value of Money, 
or the maintaining the Union. The Votes are not 
reckon®d by Heads, but by the plurality of Voices, accord- 
ing to the Number of Provinces, each of which ' {ends thi- 
ther as many Deputies as it pleaſes, who altogether have 
but one Voice.

The King of Spain poſſeſſes it at preſent, as King of 
Arragon ; he does homage to the Pope for this Kingdom, 
and for that of Sicily, by preſenting him every Year, 
upon the Eve before St. Peters Day, a White Genet, with 
7000 Ducats, which in our Money is 2100 J. he ſends a 
Viceroy. from Spain to govern it, 45 

In this Kingdom are 24 Archbiſhopricks, about 125 
Biſhopricks, 45 or 50 Principalities, near 25 Dutchies, 
about 100 Marquiſates, 66 Earldomes, and 1000 Baro. 
nies. among which 400 are ſaid to be very ancient. 

What is further worth knowing of this matter, is that 
the Pope pretends the Kingdom of Naples to be a Fief 
depending on the H. Chair, for which the Kings of Spain 
pay Homage, as has been ſaid, which the Kings of France, 
and thoſe of the Houſe of Anjou never did. .

III. The Philipp ine-Iauds or Manilles, which ate call'd 
likewiſe the Iſles of Luſon, lie in the Eaſtern Ocean, on 
the South of China, on the Eaſt of India, the North of the 
Moluccas, and the Weſt of the Larront, but at a great Diſe 
tance, between the Tropick of Cancer and the Equator.

It ſprings from 
the Lake Zaire, and falls by ſeveral Mouths into the Me- 


diterranean. The Niger has its Source pretty near that of 


the Nile, above the Lake Niger, and diſcharges it ſelf 
Iikewiſe into the Sea by ſeveral Channels, that have dif- 
ferent Names.
